peas resder of manners different to thelr own, 
‘to pofat a mera! and to adorn a tala’ for every 
reformer or to be a market for manufactures 
nor s quird ¢at home.’ Just as Europe tas 
boriowed {ts reilplon, much cf its Art and most 
of! s beter ferlings from the East, without, at 
every, step, acknowledying Its obligation to, or 
confessing its imit- tien cf Jews, Saracens, 
Exy:tians, or even Greeks, so we, too, consider 
that all troe Art, all seal sclence and all 
clyilfzuion helong ta the whole world ard are 
act a moporoly of the Isat channel through 
which they flow, Ido not sea why we should 
not have ax good sridiass as Germany and 
as good sallors as Ergland, for, please 
observe, we rather adapt than émifate the 
exccHlercles of others. We have not abandoned 
our langusge; we attll cherish most -of our 
socia) customs and we silll try to understand 
nature fn its.many moods. We have no 
wish to exchange the chivalry and sweet eracet 
of our cultore. for opposite qaalliles, simply 
because they are European or to adopt any one 
religion merely because It is a foreign import- 
ation, We all recognise what we owe in Itera- 
tare and culture to China and In art pottery to 
Korean manters, and we bope that the day may 
not be distant when China, Korea and Japan 
may be united In friendly political aud commer- 
lal co-operation, This requires that not. only 
Korea, but also Chins should be strong snd this 
Papnot be the case nowadays unless both accept 
what is good in modern civilisation, If I under. 
stand my fellow countrymen they have no wish 
to ruln China, though they are mach pleased 
that, fostead of having to send Embassfes to 
China cvenon such questions as that of Formosa, 
China, at last, sends a Mission to us, whom she 
had so long treated with undeserved contempt 
As to extracting, however, fifty: millon pounds 
Btarling from already faanclalty crippled Chice, 
how could such a demand Kave leaked out from 
our own Councils to the Furopean Press? | do 
not myself brileve It and [ do not see how and 
when such a sum could ever be pafd, 

“On the contrary, as the confuston in Korea 
com;elléd us to interfere, sons to be in tine 
before Russia completed her Trans-Siberian 

* Ratlway, ft is the New Korea—a many times 
bleger Korea—the confaslon and corruption now 
‘rigaing in China and that may alone survive 
ths war, that compels Ge to go on till the Manchu 
Dynasty, which we do wok with to supplant 
unless forced to do so, comes to Its eensee and 
discon'inues the war, As lt gives in early, #0 
will our terms of peace be lenient and such as 
become the Japanese nation, . 
 Jadeed, we hope that Ching, although badly

other administrative reforms, to re-establish her 
aizength as a nation, This confd be done with 
the assistance and moral support of the Powers. 
And with this revival of national strength, I 
trust that China will be able to improve her 
system ol communication, to open up her hidden 
resources and to bring to vivid Hfe her ancient 
artand high cultare, in which recent Japanese 
travellers, ecspeciatiy in the interior of China, 
4 have found the orfgin or explanation of much 
that we ourselvescherish.

thine 
THRILLING DETAILS, 
: ROTTERDAM, January 21st, » 

Interviews bad here this afternoon with Captain 
Gordon of the steamer Crathis and with the 
second officer of that veusel, leave no doubt that 
ft was the Crathis which ran {nto and sank th 
Bibbs. : 
| Captain Gordon sald the Crathée at 5.30 a.m., 
was abont thirty-five miles from the waterway. 
The wind was north by west, balf west, It-wis 
very dark-and the sea and wind were strong. ‘1 
stood at the bottom of the cabin stalrcage,” he 
sald, ‘and was golog on deck when there was 
abesvy.shock and crash and the water began 
pouring on’tothe deck. I ran on deck and saw 
a laree strange ebip across the bows of the 
Crathts ; i ‘ 

“ After the collision we returned.ta the spot 
where {ft had occurred, or as near as we could 
take out, but we were unab'e to see any steamer, 
and we thought she had proceeded on her voyage, 
We followed after some time, but fost all sipht 
of ber. We waited for two bours and then 
proceeded to Maassluls, We reached there 
yesterday and came here for repairs, which will 
take five weeks,” . 

The second officer of the Cratkfe sald :~— 
“There wae no tng, but ft was dark, It was 
my watch on deck, and I ruddenly saw. abead 
of us three Nights ard” made rut a steamer of 
Ught colaur with two smoke-stacks, also painted 
Ngbtcoloar, coming towardus, ‘twas imposslbte 
to escape the collision, although ten or a dozen 
yards more would have cleared us. Alter we 
struck [ft was impossible for some time to 
disengage the two ships, and our gear had to 
he cut, We heard no cries and there was no 
commotion on board the ateamer, so far as we 
knew, : 

“Immediately after the colliston the other 
vensel showed blue and rediighta, We returned 
the same signals, understending that lt meant 
that nclther of us needed assistance. Our 
captain was below at.the time wo sighted the 
s'eamer. A stoker who was asleep had his 
right ear torn off by an fron plate which was 
driven throuph the side of the Crathie. ; 

"T don't belleve the ship we collided with was 
the F/je, but I did not sce her name, The 
Crathtes bow was completely stove io and' was 
not fit to proceed'in a bigh sea.”

The rescued officers of the £/de started for 
London at §.40 o'cl ck, Before they left the 
correspondent of the Associated Presa showed 
thom the statement of Captain Gordon of the 
Crathis, Third Officer Stollberg promptly 
denied that no algoals of dletress were made 
from the A/S. He added that red, white and 
blue rockets were fired sfter the collition and 
‘that they shot up so high in'the alr that it was 
impossible for the Crathis not to see or to not 
understand them.

the attentlon of the smack’s skipper to {t.. 
‘When the smack rode on the crest of the next 
waye the boat wis clearly seen about @ mile 
away,. The skipper of the Wildfower. im- 
mediately orders the fubber hauled up and hot 
chocolate to be prepared, as he had no doubt 
that the boat contained shipwrecked people, He 
could see that the ifebast's head was heiny kept 
to the sea in such a manner thatthe Wildflower 
would be able to save those oo board of her, 
This handling, which undoubtedly saved the 
iives of all thoze who were t»ken from the boat, 
was owlng tothe fact thatthe Engilh Trinity 
pilot was on board of bor, and it is added that 
bo one but such a man accustomed to the

When the Wildflower got alongside the 
Weboat four men were dragged on board the 
tmack, leaving the woman, Milas Boecker, and 
some of tbe others still Inthe boat, Skipper 
Weight ofthe Wildflower, scelng Miss Boecker 
lying to the bottom of the boat partly covered 
with water, shouted to the Trinity plot: “You 
are an Engilsbman; Help the women out |" 
This was done and the others followed. : 

The occupants of the Z/de's lifeboat were 
evidently io the last extremity and were hardly 
able to control the small craf, as they were atiff 
whh cold, Some Wes of the weather experlenced 
by the shipwrecked people may be gathered 
when {t fs added that salt water bad frosen as 
{t uprayed on board and there was a foot of Ice 
(n the weather gunwale. 

The captain of the H/didfower, which picked 
ap the eurvivors of the Aids, sald in an 
Interview: “The Wildfowsr was east-south- 
east of Lowestoft, with our trawling gear down 
attr am, on Weduevday, when we sighted a 
ship's boat with something flattering from its 
masts, 1 could ese water bresking into the boat, 
When wo got near enough we threw them a 
rope's end, but the men in the boat were so 
aumb with the cold that they could not hold on 
tolt. We finally made fast to them and hauled 
the boat up to the smack. When balf of ths 
persons rescued had jumped on beard the rope 
parted and the remaloder of them were again

TALKS WITH SURVIVORS, 
LeWASTOFT, January. 4rat. 

Miss Anna Boecker, the only lady survivor of 
the Eide, Is the heroine of the hour, She fs 
betirged with visitors anxious to provide her 
whh money and clothing. In conversation with 
the corresp ndent of the Associated Presa this 
afternoon she svid:—* [ cennot remember feellng 
afraid after thecollision, What I felt when I came 
on deck was the terrible cold. I and another 
lady kept on the port side of the abip, which 
was the lee side, The majority of the passengers 
crowded ‘o the starboard slide, however, while m 
high wind was raging. Ido not know who 
ordered them there; I did not hear the captain 
give any such order, But the officers did thelr 
best to reassure us, saving that there was prenty 
of ragm for every one tn the boats,” 

Mr, Carthoffman, one of the cabin passengers 
of the E/ée, who waa rescued from the Ileb>at 
of that vessel, says that bed the vessel which 
col'lded with the, steamer E/de stood by the 
latter stesmer the m Jirity of the passenge's 
ard crew might have been saved, for, be 
says, the Eide remilned perfectly steady for 
many minutes afer the colllslon before the 
volume of water poured into her and caused her 
to lurch, .Then all becsme confueion, When 
the survivors were Informed that the Crashes 
was supposed to be the vestel which sank the 
Elba, they strongly denourced her crew for thelr 
apparent inhumanity in not making an effort to 
aasletthe disabled vessel or to rescue her crew, 

Mr, Hoffman, one of the survivors, this 
morning, speaking’ of the disaster, sald :— 
“ Those ‘who were drowned suffered lees than we 
who were saved. There was no confuston 
among the passengers,. They behaved well, aod 
theonly confaslon was with the crew, who tried 
to vave themselves, " It seems strange that out of 
the small number saved, there are fifteen 
members ofthe orew, But many more might 
have been saved. Many of the passengers had 
Hife-belts; but they were veseless, The nolse 
of the colllston sounded no. louder in my state- 
room thana single beat ofa big dram, But when 
I rushed on deck I found the passengers crowd- 
tng about the bonts and the crew ronning 
here and there and cutthng the ropes about the 
tackles with which they are lowered. They 
were too prod on that ship—paloting ropes that 
should have been‘olled. Theathey wou'd have 
been Iiniber, J saw no other vessel and no 
other Ilght except the Z/bze's tight. When I 
entered the boat \hey took my scver+year-ald 
boy from me. Seay 

"I servedin the Fifteenth Prdasian Ublans 
forthree years, I was married.in America. My 
wifs was only 27 years of age. ‘She was born in| 
Nebratka of German parents, Her mother Is 


ttow at Grand Island, 

“Yewas all so sudden, We kad all been so 
happy the night before, There was a young 
fellow from Berlin who was going to Mobile, 
Ala, in order to buy cotton-seed off. He was 
comical-~sang songs and told funny jokes in the 
saloon, 

"The bost eot away with a great deal of 
trouble, the Z/be belog right on top of us at 
first. We bad barrdly got roo yards from the 
sbip when I saw a woman floating in the water, 
T trled to throw something to her, but somebody 
shouted—No, save ourselves." 

“T could not do that, Fioally they got the 
boat up ta her, aud with the help of another 
man I drew her foto the boat, which was an 
ordinary ship's boat about fifteen feet tong, I 
afterward. found that her name was Annie 
Boecker.. Poor girl! She was almost dead 
with fright and cold, We put her Jn the bottom 
of the boat and did all we could to help her. 
We were all wet with water, which was pouring 
{n at our collars and descending to our boots, 

“We first trled to row, but. we found we made 
no headway, and therefore rigged up a sort ofa 
mast, and. with a small safl tried to keep the 
bow of the boat to the wind and seas, er & 
while we saw a smack, and did all we could to 
algnal to her, although we failed to attract her 
attention. We hadcut a plece of canvas and 
made a small flag, which ws used for atgnalling, 
and soon afterward had failed to let. the smack 
know of our distress, This flig blew away and 
the smack-salled off, causing us despair, : 

“We made a new flig with our bandkerebiefs 
and an undershirt which somebody pulled off 
Theld them up agit et the mcst, and we even- 
tually sighted the H/i/dfower, but a long hour 
elapsed belore we were taken aboard. Sho had 
her nets out, and it wes difficult to approach her 
on account of the he-vy seas. After five of. the 
persons In our boat had been transferred to the 
smack the Ilfeboat seemed'to slide back Into the 
water, afd It appeared as if the others must be 
lost, bot w rope was thrown to us from the 
amack's stern, ard gradually we were hauled up, 
and allof us were transferred to the Wildflower. 


“They were very kind to us ‘on that smack, - 


although they were only rongh fishermen. They 
had some bot ten ready, and covered os with’ 
everything warm they cou d lay handson, Why, 
‘one of those poor fishermen actually gave me 
the only shirt he had and I have lt on, As for 
poor Mita Boecker, I bave tended her as 5 
mother might howe done,”
